patigns of mankind. There were ace 
cousts of visitations in by+gone times 
whieh surpassed in blood curdling hort 
ror, But these atcounts were looked 
upoa by the large majority either as 
largely apocryphal or else as belonging 
to aa age and condition which could 
not recur. But, what has been may 
be, and to-day we stand in the very 
presence of this horror of horrors—this 
Joithsome and devastating terror, in 
comparison to which all other known 
cisasters to humanity are insignifi- 
cant,

The Boer loss from the charge was 
severe. I counted ten dead bodies in 
one heap, and the kopje was strewn 
with thirty-five wounded, whom the 
Boers in their flight had left behind.

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ST. ALBERT TO PRETORIA. 

Writing to Patrick Kelly, of St. 
Albert, from Pretoria on the 21st of 
July, Trooper J. D. Maloney, son of D. 
Msloney, gives the following interest- 
ing description of the Transvaal and 
the ‘war there: 

“fam glad to say that I have ar 
rived thus far, safe and sound, ; Of 
course we had some pretty hard work 
to do. We fought our way rigkt from 
Brandfort to Pretoria, through some 
very rough and hilly country. iWe 
have been in several hot corners and 
were lucky enough! to get out o7 'them 
all right. We have; been in three gen- 
eral engagements; Vet river, Zand 
river and Klip river. Klip river was 
the avorst of the lot as it is where the 
large gold mines are and close to Joh- 
annesburg. We got down in the valley 
in the morning and got into action 
about ten o'clock. We were fighting 
all that day. The Boers were on three 
sides of us, They had two or three 
vom-poms, one long gun and some fif- 
teen pounders playing on us. The 
Long Tom shells are forty pounders, 
Fertunately their shells are not much 
good, half of them don’t burst; That 
night we had to stay out on out-post 
duty and in the night the Boers got 
a pom-pom moved right up close to us 
and they had the range to a nicety, 
In the morning when the cook wagon 
came up We were all sitting around 
having a bite to eat and ‘they opened 
fire on us. They landed fifteen shells 
one after the other right among us 
and then opened rifle fire on us as 
well; Well, yOu never saw anything 
like it; horses stampeding, fellows 
ruuning around geiting their rifles and 
ranteens and getting out as quick as 
vossible. If their shells had burst 
they would have killed a good ‘many of 
ns. All this time Generai French wns 
getting around on the ather side of 
them. He caftured their big gun, 
killed quite a iot ai them and took a 
number prisoners. . When General 
French asked General Hutton what 
his losses were, Hutton replied, “very 
little,” and French said, “That's that 
d——d Ganadian luck again.’ Both gen- 
etals said that was the heaviest shell 
fire any troops had been under 
since the wait began. Of course we 
didn’t know. whether it was very 
heavy or not, We didp’t know the 
danger we were in. All we knew was 
that they were coming pretty thick. 
Oh. we were lucky all the way through. 

“fhe Orange Free State is a fine 
ranching and farming country. Grand 
feed. The farmers here never put up 
any hay or anything for their cattle. 
Thee is good feed all the year around. 
The only thing I don’t like is that 
there is nq timber nor even wood, and 
walter is sometimes hard to get. . Oa 
the 24th oj May, when we crossed, the 
Vaai river you could see a difference 
in the land, There is more bush infthe 
Transvaal and it is very rocky, more 
of a. mining country. In the valleys 
the tand is all right for farming. I[t 
is also a better fruit growing coun- 
try than the Free State. Johannes- 
burg is quite a city, and very fast; 
The gold mines around it wake it so. 
Ter. years ayo there was a plain where 
the town now, stands. It is a_basir 
with mounttains all around, it. 

I have been wut to Waterval where 
they had our prisoners. It is about 
fifteen miles north of Preteria. The 
prison was about five hgndred yards 
square and there were jour thousand 
of our men within, There was a wire 


fence around it that i'd give any man | 


a, hundred dollars to geu through, with- 
out cutting the wire.it was a horrible 
looking place. When the prisoners 
heard Gen. French’s guns they broke 
outi and when they were getting 2 ey 
the Boers shelled them, killing fifteen. 
I would not. trust a Boer as far as I 
could see him, I always heard what 
{ine shots they were—why if they were 
any. shots at all they could have drop- 
ped, us lots of times, I think this war 


will last for quite a while yet, The 
Po:rs say ih y woalt give ia anit 
When 


don’t believe they will, either. 
we got im here, June 6th, everybody 
thought the war was over, and they 
have been fighting ever since we ar- 
rived here. When the troops leit 
here for the north I had no horse fit 
to take me. I rode the horse I got 
detailed me in Regina, right from the 
time we landed till we got to Pretoria. 
After they lef¢ awhile I took sick ‘and 
have been in the hospital ever since. 
I spent three weeks in the field hospit- 
ai with enteric fever, and when they 
er it makes me thirty-nine days in 
it makes me ‘thirty-nine \days — in 
in the hospital, and twenty-five out 
ofthat I lived on milk, but am feeling 
better now, though still in \ved. 
This is a fine hospital. The sisters are 
very nice to you, they look after jou 
well. I got half a loaf of bread! this 
morning for the first time since I have 
been here. There are about six hunr 
dred patienits in the hospital, If I had 
pot taken sfck i would be in the Trans+ 


vaal police now, getting $2.50 a day. 
We had a chance to join for three 


montibs of for six, but I took sick the 
ylay befere our lads were taken on. I 
wanted ‘to stay here for a while then, 
uit I hpive changed my mind now. I 
don’t; th™ hk I will stay, although wag- 
es are good, One +an get from $75 
to $150 a month, and a man with a 
trade can get more than that, but I 
think that times will be better in a 
year or so from now, when everything 
gets settled down and all the Boers 
driven out. I saw Billy: Meldays and 
he was looking well. In my iast ietter 
{ said thaitt Johnnie Doolan was sick 
and left behind at Victoria West, I 
have since heard that after he got bet- 
ter he came up as far as Kroonsjtad) 
and one day he went out with two 
wagons and some negroes to get woad 
and never turned up again. DeWelt 
must have captured the outfit. The 
Boers have it in for the Canadians, 


They know very well that when welget 
near them we make it pretty hot! for 
them, and anywey they think that we 
had no business coming out here to 
fight. That is why they use the col- 
onials so badly.”

WHITEFISH LAKE. 
Indian Advocate. é 


A very sad accident’ happened in the 
Matusk family afier the May- number 
of the Advocaite was printed. ‘lwo 
sons of John Majtusk, about 12 and, 17 
years of age, were camped near Cache 
lake huniting ducks, While the elder 
one was some distance from camp he 
heard the dischange of a gun; reach- 
ing camp he found his brother John 
a iew, rods from the tent,, quite dead, 
and a charge of shot in his breast. His 
clothes about the wound were blacker- 
ed by the explosion and had been burn- 
ing. he iingers of one hand had been 
wounded and the hand itself discolor- 
ed with powder. The boy must have 
gone. outside when shot, as the gun 
was fouud im the tent. There remains 
no doubt! that the unfortunate lad ac; 
vidently shot ‘himself, 

Agent \Mann and arty reached 
White Fish lake oa Friday, 20th July, 
and finished paying treaty money that 
day. Next merning he proceeded >to 
Lac La Biche. On Sunday three ser- 
vices were held on the treaty grounds, 
Mr. CG. Ws. Leonard pie ieag the 
English, service.

The 
throat glands. flesh and muscles of the 
head, nose and mouth were eniarged 
and swollen, The pain was so severe 
that the laws were set, as in lock-jaw, 
and the brain ievered, while the suf- 
lering brute ait times roamed about 
wild aad \unconscious, Doctor John 
Bull was asked in the last stages ol 
the disease to take the case in hand. 
His chief treatment was inhalation of 
root medicine placed upon live coals. 
In jess than ten hours the swelling 
and pain were reduced suifivientiy to 
allow, the horse to eat and rest. In 
three days John pronounced the horse 
past all dangér. It was a marvelous 
remedy. Truly all veterinary Know: 
ledge is not conlined to books orf col: 
lege farriery.

At Lac La Biche, the settlers with 
mowers cut their hay lands and could 
not save them, Now there are no 
lands near to cut.

If the ve- 
vival of heathen orgies has promise 
for his future, if the epportunity for 
dissipation is an element of strength 
to him, and if the temptatioa to drink 
liquor gives him a w holesome impetus 
in the way of providing for himself 
and family, then his presence as an 
actor, or entertainer, or sensualist, at 
Dominion Day sports, is praiseworthy.

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GALLANT CANADIANS. 

The following account of the affair 
intwhich Lieui’s Burch and Borden, of 
the Moukted Rifles, lost their lives in 
South Africa, appears in a recent is 
sve o* the Wianipez Free Press, being 
cart ofa letter from Sergt. Jack Gra} 
ham, o7 the C. M. R. It will be noted 
that the gallant young officers were 
killed while leading a_ successful 
rescu2 of a part of the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers, who were in danger of an- 
nibilation by a superior force of Boers. 
The action of the C. M. R. was hand+ 
somely acknowledged by a letter from 
the. o'ficer commanding the Fusiliers, 
te Col. Lessard, of the C. M. R., The 
letter is dated from. Reitvlei, July 
18th: f 

We moved from cur camp on Thurs+ 
day, July, 12th. Wednesday was the 
fourth day of fighting and the enemy 
were driven back far enough to en- 
alble.us to move some {ive miles further 
east. We are now camped in a lovely 
valley called Reiivlei, near Pretorius’ 
farm. All was quiet at the outposts 
from Thursday, 12th, until Monday, 
16th, Early on ‘that day the Boers at- 
tacked our outposts in large numbers, 


and notwitbstanding the usual day- 
break strengthening [arties, drove 
them . in. General French’s bri- 
gude are now on our right, the 6th 
iniantry brigade on our _ leit. 
ivery available aightiog man was 
hurtied out to the front, where the 


Roars ba-i seized a range of kopjes and 


had surrounded some infantry out- 
posts composed of ae detachment of 
the znd Royal Irish Fusiliers, The 


enemy greatly outnumbered our men 
and ior hours kept them back. Bat+ 
teries o* Royal Horse Artillery in suc- 
cession hurried ott and came into ac- 
tioa, Two 5-inch guns blazed .away 
incessantly, throwing lyddite and im- 
mense shrapnel sbells. Pom-pom guns 
were worked rapidly, but although the 
Loers were seen to ve ivsing heavily, 
they were not moved. A detachment 
o- the Roya! Lrish Iusiliers were com- 


pletely surrounded and many times 
called on we surrender and throw 
down their arms, tut as one fellow 


told them to “Come and take them,” 
and no one of them seemed in any

Pte. Mol- 
loy, A squadron, was shot, the bullet 
passing through the left eye, the 
bridge of the nose and injuring his 
right eye. Pte. Brown, A squadron, 
was shot through the !ung. Both the 
letter gre expected to live, though 
just wij present they are in a precar- 
ious @6neition. Np one else was hit, 
but asjou can imagine every man.

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hed his narrow escapes, and many 
are the stories the fellows will have 
to tell, when this is over. Many 
prisosers were taken, and the Boers 
lost| very heavily. In one place were 
found eleven Boer dead, in another 
forty-six, in addition the numerous 
bodies found over the field. I. saw 
several of the enemy wounded 
our hospital, all being vell cared for. 
On Monday night the Boers were in 
retreat north and on Tuesday morn- 
ing fatigue parties were sent out to 
bury the dead, Lieuts. Borden and 
Burch’s bodies were brought into 
camp, and buried side by side, in a 
small graveyard near camp. A stone

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Cape Town, Aug. 30.—The withdraw> 
al of Mrs Sauer’s motion in the colonial 
assembly favoring ‘the independence 
of the two South African republics 
was due to the fact that it was certain 
of defeat if put to a vote. There is 
much comment on the wording of the 
motion which referred to the “late 
Orange Free Staite,” instead of the 
Orange River Colony, as it has been 
re-named by the British. : 


The treason bill is making rapid 
progress in committee» The ,eighth 
clause, constituting a special tribunal 
for the trial of those accused of trea- 
son, has been passed. 


Kimberley, Aug. 30.—The trial af ithe 
Carter’s Ridge rebels, who were caught 
fighting, took place to-day, 

The two leaders of the band were 
fined £125 each, while the other pris- 
oners were merely detained until the 
rising o: the court. 

Considerable feeling has been arous- 
ed by the leniency of ‘the sentence. 

London, Aug. 30.—The casualty lists 
just published show that the Boers 
captured_52 prisoners at Klerksdorp on 
July 25, principally of the Kimberley, 
niounted corps. No previous mention 
o: fighting in this neighborhood had 
been made, though it is known that 
Klerksdorp (was evacuated about a 
iortaight ago. 

Possibly the men were snapped up 
by a force detached by DeWet from 
Reitzburg, on the other side of the 
Vaal, where he was camped on the day 
oi the mishap, 

The lists also show, that there was a 
light at Rietfontein, probably near 
Pretoria, iast Thursday, in which 14 
of the Seaforth Highlanders were Cape 
tured. i! 

Machadodorp, \Aug. 30.—A young 
New Zealander, named Peterson, had 
an exciting adventure, 

With 15 other prisoners: he tuanelled 
his way out. from Nooitgedacht. 

Peterson took his own route, going 
north of the railway, towards Macha- 
doderp and came ug a Boer camp of 
2.000, :

Peterson thereupon called out: “I 
am English—escaped prisoner.” The 
lire ceased, and Peterson was taken to 
the hospital. He says the prisoners are 
well, and hopeful for a speedy rescue. 


Peterson’s escape is most adventur- 
ous. He frequently slipped the Boer 
patrols, and rode without a guide to 
Freach’s headquarters.

SERGT. ASTON IN AFRICA. 

—A letter received by Cons. Holt 
from Sergt. Aston, formerly of the N. 
W. M. P., here, and now with the 
Mounted Rifles. written from Pre 
toria on Aug. 6th, says: 

“We have had a hard time out here 
and have done the most dangerous 
duties from Bloemfontein to Pretoria, 
being the advanced scouts of French’s 
and Hutton’s columns, and have led 
Lord Roberts’ force into every action 


that was fought. We have been, up 
to-date, in eleven general engage- 
ments and ‘have come out awfully 


lucky, as General French, in address- 
ing us said: “You Canadians fmust 
have charmed lives.” We had . very 
tard fighting both at Johannesburg 
and Pretoria: We had 2 days ‘and 2 
night's several fighting with | Botha, 
whi is a g0od man and a first rate gent 
eral. Mrs. Botha comes to camp often 
and has interviews with Lord Roberts. 
She is about 30 years of age. highly 
educated and is considered a splendid 
woman, DeWet is also a clever fei- 
low as you will see by the papers, but 
he will be caught ina day or two. He 
is very good to prisoners. We went 
over the same place where he captured 
the train and burnt up the mail, 2,000 
bags of which were coming to us. Two 
days afterwards our fellows found a 
quantity of parts of letters «ddressed 
to themselves. There .werw large 
quantities of provisions and liquor on 
the train also, for the hospital, He 
told the Devon militia, whom he took 
prisoners, to help themselves to the 
liquor, &e¢., which they did, a great 
many of ttem getting full. He also 
told any of =hem who wanted it io get 
into new suits of clothing as there 
were 6,000 new suits on the train. Af- 
wards he burnt the whole of the train 
and coutents..” Sergt. Aston men- 
tions Consts. McDougall and McCiel- 
land. formerly of Edmonton, both of 
whom he says are doing well, MxClel- 
land is with Capt. Allen on the trans- 
fort. In conclusion he says: “I am 
now on my way to Cape Town and am 
going to England as I have not been 
well lately and will jprobably wait 
there until! the others come and all go 
home together.” | *

NEW EDDY MILL. 

The Montireai Gazette of Wednes- 
day gives the following information 
regarding the new Eddy mills at 
Hull, which will be of interest to 
dealers in that company’s goods in 
the west: 

Rapid_progress is being made in 
rebuilding and re-equipping the pulp, 
fibre, ‘paper, bag, indurated ware, 
woodenware and saw mills of the 
Eddy company’s works, at Bull. The 
large machine shop, smithy and car- 
riage shop are already in full day ‘and 
night ruoning order. The majtch fac- 
tory is complete, the machines arriv- 
ing so thajt the oldest branch of the 
Eddy industries is ready to start in 
full swing in a very short time, The 
walls are repaired, and new roofs are 
on the “Jumbo” ard another large 
warehouse, both already pretty well 
stocked. with’ paper, bags, matches 
the eompatit- 
ors of this enterprising concern, are 
nevertheless gladly supplying them 
with to enable them to hold their 
trade, and keep their customers going 
in these lines wntil they can produce 
them as of yore. 

The No. 1 pulp mill is ready for the 
Oglin Scotit grinders and the Baker & 
Shevlin soreens just arrived are being 
put in place. ; 

The sulphite fibre mill, which, at 
the time of the great fire, was being 
got ready to produce double its for- 
mer caipacity, and which was the 
only mill not consumed, is now com: 
pleted, and is turning out some 35 to 
40 tons oii fibre per day.; 


In “B” palper mill, the foundation 
piers and plates are in place, and the 
building ready to receive ‘the ‘two 
wide Pusey & Jenes news michines, 
which are expected to ke set up in 
about a monith. 

The “C’ paper mill, where the Bag- 
ley & Sewall Fourdriniere, and the 
new, bag machines are to be placed, 
is well forward. The piers and plates 
are in, ready for this machine, which 
is guaranteed to be delivered next 
month, shortly after which the paper 
bag machine is expected to be ready 
to turn out bags. 


It is reported that the Eddy Com- 
pany’s mills will produce at least 40 
per cent more pulp and paper than 
formerly, anda, will soon be on 
the market again with goods in 
all their lines of manufacture and in 
increased quantities all round.

The pos- 
sibility of making fertile by means of 
irrigation that portion of the “Great 
American Desert” which lies on this 
side of the international boundary has 
been a subject of discussion in Canada 
evér since the country was opened for 
setliement and oniy the fact that ex- 
ceptionally large areas of desirable 
lands which are watered by nature’s 
methods were available for settlement 
in other pants of the west at prices 
which did not allow. of competition 
from irrigated lands, has deterred 
capitalists from long ago exploiting 
the lands in the semi-arid zone. Of late 
years, however, (the increasing value 
of these other lands and the steady 
growth in the populaiiion of the west 
has brought the advantages of the 
partly arid regions to the attention of 
land hunters, while the Opening up of 
profitable markets in British Columbia 
has created a market for the supply of 
which Southern Alberta is advantag- 
eously situated, 


The Canadian Northwest irrigation 
company was formed to exploit this 
articular, field of industry and is now 
in the market with irrigated land 
which will be solid in connection with 
the artificial water privileges. The 
company has constructed 85 miles of 
main waterways and is offering loca- 
tions adjoining them. The water sup- 
ply is taken from the St. Mary’s river 
which, of course, is a régular and 
never-failing supply from the snow- 
eapped peaks of the Rocky Mountains, 
The iand which is by this system of 
irrigation rendered fit for settlement 
only lacked tha water to make it won- 
derful fruitful as has been amply 
demonstrated by experience with sim- 
ilar projects in the United States, 
where fruits vegetables and grains 
have been produced of unexceiled 
quality and flavor. The climate of 
Southern Alberta, is mild and equable, 
being tempered in winter by the 
chinook winds while in summer it is 
bright and (dry, making farming a 
most delightful employment. Altogeth- 
er the west! is td be congratulated{upon 
being able to offer {this new ‘and 
tempting field for settlement to land- 
seekers.

The following despatch has been re+ 
ceived at the war office from \Lord 
Roberts: 

“Belfast, Friday, \ Sept. 7.—Ian 
Hamilton succeeded in turning the 
Joers’ rizht. flank, clearing the way 
fo: Buller’s advance. Dundonald and 
Brockelhurst occupied Lydenburg 
Thursdsy: The Bosrs are split up 
and going northward ‘ and eastward. 
Most of the guns and stores have 
been sent to Kruger’s post. Hart,who 
who is operating southwest of Krug- 
ersdorp, reports that among the dead 


Boers left on the field it is believed 
that the body of Theron has ,been 


found.” Commandant Theron, ‘| of 
the Boer army, was well known as & 
great scout. 

Sir Redvers Buller continues his ad- 
vance. He crossed the Mauchberg, 10 
miles east af Lydenburg, and came into 
action with the Boers. The occupa- 
tion of Lydenburg, which took place 
last Thursday, is regarded as marking 
one of the last stages of the war. The 
Boers now talk of trekking into Ger- 
man territory. Lord Methuen is 
marching on Lychtenburg from Mafe- 


king. It is said that papers seized 
at Pretoria show that the Nether- 
lands railway ‘¢ompany in many 


ways actively assisted the Boers. It 
converted its workshops into arsenals 


and provided \the Transvaal ferces 
with horseshoes. 
Private B. H. Lee, of Horn .Bay, 


Kent, England, was killed at Water- 
yaal on July 6th. He was a member 
of C squadron, Strathcona Horse, and 
enlisted in the Northwest Territories. 
Private B. Hugh Lee .was among 
the troopers who enlisted at Calgary. 
A party of Canadian Mounted In- 
fantry guarding the railway between 
Pan aad Wonderfontein’ were at? 
tacked by the Boers. Help was sent, 
but the Canadians had the enemy 
beaten off before assistance arrived. 
Major Sanders and Lieutenant Moodie 
of the Northwest mounted, police, weTe 
wounded, Five men are missing 
four being residents of the Territories. 
A letter appears from Corporal T. A. 
Findlay, of the first contingent, who 
was reported missing. Baden-Powell 
was given a great reception at Cape 
Town, Portiugal bas sent 1,000 men 
to guard Lorenzo Margues.
